L ondon, June IO.—A special dispatch 
fro m Shanghai says it is alm ost certain 
a m a ssa c re of all th e persons connected 
w ith th e English, F rench and A m erican 
m issio n s 
a t Ching-Tu 
has occurred 
N either men, nor women, nor children 
have been spared, according to the re­ 
port. 
Telegram s have been intercepted by 
th e governm ent, the object being to con 
ceal the news of the m assacre. Ching- 
T u is the capital of the Providence of 
Szechuan, the m ost w estern province of 
China. 
The c ity is one of the ports opened by 
th e re c e n t tre a ty of peace following the 
end of the C hina-Japan w ar, and is 
also one of a num ber of places which it 
w as predicted would revolt a t the in­ 
cursion of foreigners and the introduc­ 
tion of m odern m ethods following the 
carry in g out of the term s of the treaty 
of peace. 
Ching-Tu is 600 miles w est of W u­ 
chang, w hither a French gunboat has 
gone, and 1,000 m iles w est of Snanghai. 
I t is 150 m iles north of the U pper Yang- 
T se K iang river and the center of a dis­ 
tric t said to be the m ost thickly popu­ 
lated 
in China. 
The population of 
Szechuan in 1891 w as 67,712,897. 
There 
a re Am erican, 
F rench 
and E nglish 
m issions a t Ching-Tu, the European oc- 
p an ts of which probably num ber sixty. 
W uchang is the capital of the Province 
of H upeh and one of the g reat trad in g 
places along the Yang-Tse K iang river. 
T here is a g reat Chinese arsenal there 
and a railroad, which, however, runs 
only to Chun-K hing, also in Szechuan. 
There are 
telegraph 
lines along the 
river, but none in the interior.

Y esterday the com pany a t­ 
tem pted to enter the prem ises w ith rig 
tim ber fo r the purpose of drilling a well 
on a portion of the farm which had not 
been developed, but w ere m et a t the 
boundary line by K utz and his sons, 
who were heavily arm ed and threatened 
to shoot the first m an who crossed the 
line.

a t the cost of keeping the lease sur* 
rounded by an arm ed force until it it 
completed.

It quickly com m unicated 
to the B. U hrig & Son coal yard, in 
which there were 50,000 tons of coal, 
which are a total loss. The steam barge 
R aleigh of D etroit, which w as unload­ 
ing coal, w as totally 
destroyed. The 
Lucy G raham , loaded w ith lum ber in 
the river, caught fire, but was saved by 
the efforts of 
the 
sailors. The fire 
spread 
to th e G allun 
tannery 
and 
Schlitz brew ery barns, and for a tim e it 
looked as if th e tow n w as to suffer an 
im m ense loss. The 
elevator plan t of 
th e B rodesser M anufacturing com pany, 
on the w est side of the canal, caught 
fire In the rear, b u t w as saved by quick 
work on the p a rt of the firemen. At Z 
a. rn. th e f re w as got under control and 
the Gallun tan n ery did not burn. The 
entire I ■'ss will probably reach $400,000. 
The largest loss is th a t a t U hrig & Sons’ 
coal yard, which w as not fa r short of 
$200,000. The F o rster L um ber com pany’s 
oss is total and will not be fa r from 
$25,000.

Swept Away. 
London, Ju n e IO.—A dispatch to the 
S tan d ard from V ienna gives additional 
p articu lars of the flooding of K oberds­ 
dorf, the H ungarian sum m er resort. So 
sudden w as the rise of the freshet th a t 
it w as not realized until the bodies of 
the dead peasantry, pieces of buildings 
and fu rn itu re from the cottages came 
floating into the lower p a rt of the town. 
One of the rem arkable incidents of 
the flood w as related by some of the 
persons who escaped to the m ountains. 
I t was the story of the m anner in which 
a cradle containing a sleeping child w as 
forced down the gorges by the rushing 
w aters. 
The child w as rescued w ith 
difficulty by those in the lower p a rt of 
the village. 
Owing to the dam age to 
the wires, It is impossible to ascertain 
the exact loss of life, but it Is feared 
th a t the whole town has been destroyed. 
I t is, however, 
known th a t twelve 
bodies of the in h ab itan ts of this one 
village have been recovered.

SOCIALISTS RIOT. 


Rioters -Under Arrest—Pollee Are Rough­ 
ly Handled by the Crowd. 
V ienna, Ju n e IO.—A conflict betw een 
w orkm en and the police took place yes­ 
terd ay . Ten thousand 
laborers g a th ­ 
ered on the streets of the city, accord­ 
in g to a preconcerted arrangem ent. 
D eputy P ernerstorfer and other social­ 
is t leaders m ade speeches to the crowd. 
T he police declared the m eeting illegal 
a n d requested the audiences to disperse. 
T he crow d separated, b u t th* a rrest of 
a m an nam ed Feigl caused agcollision 
betw een th e police and the socialists, 
w ho tried to rescue the prisoner. The 
police w ere stoned 
and 
m any sm all 
fights occurred In various portions of 
th e city all the m orning. A m ounted 
inspector had his uniform torn from 
him and he w as nearly pulled off his 
horse. A nother inspector w as throw n 
dow n and kicked in the abdom en. M any 
policem en w ere injured by the shower 
of 
stones. N ineteen 
socialists 
have 
been placed under arrest. 


Tries to Modify 
His 
Answer to the 
Three Powers. 
Constantinople, June IO.—The decision 
of the pow ers respecting the unfavor­ 
able answ er of the T urkish governm ent 
to the note presented to the P orte by 
the representative powers regarding 
the form s proposed for A rm enia Is ex­ 
pected next week. There are indications 
th a t the T urkish governm ent is uneasy 
a t the silence of the powers and a high 
official has been sent to three em bas­ 
sies, those of G reat B ritain, F ran ce and 
R ussia, to confer w ith the am bassa­ 
dors regarding A rm enia, and represent­ 
ing to them th a t the P orte’s reply w as 
only a semi-official com m unication. The 
am bassadors of the powers m entioned, 
however, refused to discuss the ques­ 
tion, declaring th a t they regarded the 
reply received as official and final. 


CAMERON, W. VA., IN FLAMES* 


Almost Entirely Destroyed by Fire—Re­ 
lief Train Wrecked. 
W heeling, W. Va., Ju n e IO.—The town 
of Cam eron, W. Va., a place of 1,500 in­ 
h ab itan ts on the B altim ore & Ohio road, 
tw enty-eight m iles east of W heeling, 
w as alm ost entirely destroyed by fire 
last night, and the homeless people are 
cam ping on th e hills th a t surround the 
ruins. The fire broke 
out 
about IO 
o’clock and spread rapidly. The town 
w as w ithout fire ap p aratu s and help 
w as asked from W heeling. An engine 
w as placed on a special and started 
for Cam eron a t once. The tow n north 
of the B altim ore & Ohio road has been 
burned. This 
includes 
the 
business 
section of the place. The only stru ctu re 
left standing Is the railroad building 
and the flre-fighters had to work hard 
to keep It from burning. Several build­ 
ings are burned on the street running 
north from the Craw ford house, which 
had to succum b. 
M any of the inhabit­ 
a n ts have los^ all they possessed and 
are entirely 
destitute. The 
loss will 
probably reach $100,000. A special train 
w as a t once sent w ith a fire engine, b u t 
the train w as wrecked ten miles this 
side of Cam eron and the engineer and 
firem an were killed.

Perish In rn Colorado Tunnel—Overcome 
by Foal Air.

reached here th a t four men were suf­ 
focated in the Alpine tunnel yesterday 
afternoon. 
An engineer had run into 
the tunnel, which is 1,776 feet long, w ith 
a cr.ew of several men to syphon out 
an accum ulation of w ater held in by a 
d irt cave. 
The ventilation of th e tu n ­ 
nel is poor, and the sm oke and gas from 
the engine m ade the air so stifling th at 
the men soon prepared to leave.

quickly overcome by suffocation. S tren­

w ith gas and sm oke th a t for several 
hours no one could en ter fa r enough to 
reach the victim s. The dead are: M. W.

JACKSON S T R E E T STRU C TU R E 
TO BE REPA IRED . 


It Is Suggested That the Part Crossing 
the Marsh Be Pulled Up and a Solid 
Embankment of Earth Built In Its 
Piace 
W ith a Bridge 
at 
the 
Channel. 


The specifications 
for 
repairing 
Jackson street bridge will be acted 
upon by the common 
council this 
evening, when bids will be presented 
for repairing the structure as it now 
stands, which has caused considerable 
criticism. 
This bridge is something 
like eleven hundred feet in length. 
At least tw o-thirds of the bridge is 
over a swamp. 
Parties who have 
examined the bridge claim th a t it 
would be economy to tear up this por­ 
tion of the bridge and fill in the 
swamp, making a good substantial 
em bankm ent through the swamp, thus 
shortening up the bridge 
to four 
or 
five 
hundred 
feet, 
and 
in 
tim e 
construct 
a 
sub­ 
stantial bridge over the river proper. 
The swamp is all on the south eud, 
and it is claimed sufficient filling to 
make this em bankm net and roadway 
can be secured near by, so th a t the 
first cost would not be much greater 
if any than the present repairs, be­ 
sides being much more substantial. 
Jackson street bridge is undoubtedly 
to remain a s s city bridge for all time. 
This being the case, they claim it 
should be made durable, and if the 
building of the em bankm ent a t the 
6onth end 
and shortening up the 
bridge two-thirds, is the best and 
cheapest in che end, they insist th a t 
the council should not hesitate in so 
altering the specifications.

an en wire failure of the honey crop for 
the coming see son,"

removing them from w inter quarters 
this spring

hives contained nothing but 
dead 
bees, and large amounts of m c sn! 
sumed honey. 
The latter part of last 
summer was so exceedingly dry th at 
the pasturage for bees failed entirely, 
so th at after the first of August there 
was no honey gathered from flowers, j 
As is always the case in a dry season, 
there was an unusual am ount of 
honey dew. This is a dark, sweet tast­ 
ing substance deposited on the leaves 
of the oak over night, which is ea­ 
gerly sought by the bees in the ab­ 
sence of flowers, but is never used ex­ 
cept aa a substitute. 
It is the using 
of this substitute for honey for w inter 
food which has bred disease and killed 
nearly all the bees in the country. 
In 
nearly 
all 
sm all 
apiaries 
the loss 
has been 
complete 
and 
probably • throughout 
the 
country 
from seventy-five to eighty per cent of 
the bees have died, and those rem ain­ 
ing are in a very feeble condition. 
It 
is a strange fact th a t from fifty to 
seventy-five 
pounds of 
good clean 
honey remained untouched in nearly 
every hive this spring; had the bees 
been fed on this they would have been 
in healthy condition."

“ I alw ays loved bees,” said the youn? 
(n an in gold-bowed glasses behind the 
<lairy counter, as he handed down a 
honeycom b for the inspection of A New 
Y ork Sun m an. 
“ W hen I w as on the farm ,” he con­ 
tin u ed , “I could go all about the hives 
a n d not get stu n g and none of the 
o th ers dared go n ear the bees. W e used 
to have an old farm er come around and 
te n d to the sw arm s, bu t one day when 
I w as a boy w orking in the fields I heard 
a g re a t hum m ing noise up in the air and 
caw a sw arm a-com ing. W ell, I picked 
u p a tin pan th a t w as there and ham ­ 
m ered on it u n til the bees settled on 
th e end of a fence rail. Then I thought 
X could tend to the sw arm as well as 
th e old farm er, so I got an old hive, 
w ash ed it out w ith honey and w ater, 
Tubbed m y hands and arm s w ith bur­ 
dock juice and honey w ater and w ent 
a t the bees. I got them off th a t rail by 
th e handful and they never stu n g me. 
“ A fter th a t I regularly tended to the 
bees. W henever there w as a sw arm I 
rolled up m y sleeves, took off m y shoes 
a n d h a t and w ent a t them . I have ta k ­ 
e n them from all sorts of places, b u t I 
w a s stu n g only once. T hey’d light on 
m y head by 
the .dozen 
and 
craw l 
th ro u g h m y hair. T h a t used to send 
cold chills down m y back. Som etimes 
m y arm s w ere so covered w ith bees 
th a t from w rist to elbow you couldn’t 
see the flesh. 
“ The one tim e when I w as stu n g I 
h a d found a sw arm on a high lim b and 
w as saw ing it off and a t the sam e tim e 
holding on to it so th a t it should not 
fa ll to the ground w ith the bees.

d oing this I squeezed one of the bees 
a n d it flew straig h t a t m y tem ple and 
s tu n g me ju st above the eye.

OON’T 
SPRINKLE 
DURING A FIRE 


Water Users Are Requested Not tm Use 
Hose With Pressure On. 
Janesville w ater consumers should 
read and comply w ith the request of 
the chief of the fire departm ent, which 
is published in another column. 
It is 
necessary th a t law n sprinkling should 
stop in tim e of fire. 
There are from 
twelve to fifteen hundred w ater con­ 
sumers in the city, and when people 
are sprinkling their lawns, w ith this 
num ber of taps open it is difficult to 
m aintain proper fire pressure.
